WHEREAS Ihe Fecta»l Aviation Adtnitustration CTAA**) of the Dqpartmcait of 
Transportation of the United States of America is directed to eacotiragc the development of civil 
ammflotics and tiiie safety of air commerce, and is aalhorizedto famish on aidmbuxsablebasis 
to foreiga governments certain technical assistance to that end; and 

WHEREAS, Kfifkvik Aiiportof toeMinistiy of Tiansportati 
Iceland has requested tliat such technical assistance be provided; 

NOW, TEIEREFORE, the FAA and Keflavik Aitport (coUectivdy. the ^Tariies,'' and 
individnally, a *Tarty**) mutcally agree as folbws: 

ARTICLE I — OBJECTIVE 

This Memorandutn of Agreeoaeait (the "Agreemenf^ establishes the terms and conditions 
under wUdi ihe FAA shall purchase aviation-rdated equipment on behalf of Keflavik Airport

5. Secure and/or pay &r fhe waiver of any d«fies> taxes^ or other fees on the 
importation of the Equipment furnished mder tihis Agreenieat into Iceland. 

6* Provide all materials, other than those listed in Article E above, necessary for 
the installation^ operation, and mamteoance of the Equipment. 

7. Ob^ additional equipment, spare parts, and parts peculiar, as necessary. 
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C. Upon assDmsng costody of fhc Equipment under paragraph B. 1 of this Article the 
Keflavik Aiiport shall be: 

1. Solely liable fer any loss or damage to the Eqn^ 
transit toloeland; and 

2. Re^onsible fix insuring the Eqmpoient, whether 1^ 
insurance or though cQmmercdal insiirance, against any loss or damage. 

The KeflaAdk Airport shall not, wifhont the p^ 
export the equipment to allnrd country. 

ARUCLE IV — WO WARRANTIES 

A. The FAA makes no warranties or representations about the Equipment furnished 
under this Agreemait, including warranties or rejjrescntations about the fitness of the Eqnipm^it 
for its intended purpose(s). This disclaims of warranties shall not extend to or afreet any 
applicable vendor warranties^ 

B. The FAA assumes no responsibility for the shipment, installation, operation, 
maiatenaace, or supply support of Ibe Equipment by reason of fins Agreement or any actions 
taken by the FAA hereunder, 

ARTICLE V ~FINANCIAL PROVISIONS

ttoosand two hundred feriy-dttee U.S. dollars and eighty^fLve cents (US$53 ^43.85), which is 
the estimated cost of related services to be provided by the FAA under this Agreement, indudkig 
an administtative ovediead diarge.

If Keflavik Airport temdiifltes this Agreemeait prior to completion or Ml performance as 
detennincd by FAA, tbea the FAA shall apply all payments made by Keflavik Airport under 
Article V.B of this Agrcemeat to the costs incorred by the FAA because of or prior to the 
teniiination, indiufing all vendor costs charged to the FAA and all FAA administrative and other 
costs incurred in fhe execution of this Agreement, as d^«nmncdby the FAA ici the exercise of 
its sole discretion To the extent that such costs are greater than the payments made by Kefk^ 
Airport nnda: Article V.B of this Annex, the deficiency shall be set forth in a bill from flie FAA 
toKeflavzkAkport Kefi&vik Airport shall pay any such bilL To the cxtoot that such costs are

disagreement to an international inbunal or third party for setdem^t
